Philadelphia, are named as the Amer- 
ican agents of thO; proposed company, 
and it is reported that the firm will 
control all its operations outside of 
London. 
The enterprise is yet

chrysalis state. 
The magnitude of this 
venture can be realized from the State- 
ment that its cash capital on the basis 
pi\)posed would be greater than the 
combined capital stock of all the na- 
tional banks.of Philadelphia."

«'The Maoris, as the aborigines 
of 
New Zealand are called," said the Kev. 
James F. Tayior to a Nev. York Star 
representative, 
'-are a noble race, and 
oiler a startling contrast to tho now al- 
most extinct aborigines of the neighbor 
ing island of Tasmania, jihysically and 
intellectually. 
The Tasninnians, if in- 
deed any of them arc yen alive, ciwm'^ 
be taught to count beyond twenty, the 
number of their lingers and toes, where- 
as the Maoris arc capable of 
chissic edu- 
cation. 
Indeed, many of them are in 
the New Zealand Parliameni. and one oi 
them at least—Wiremu Otaki- is an ac- 
com])lished speaker. 
As warriors, iight 
ing man to mau, they are-equal in every 
respect to the liritish, upon whom they 
have often inflicted disK^trous defeats. 
Unfortunately, the white man's rum and 
the white man's vices arc tlrlving them 
out of existence, and, though a dash of 
their blood will show itself in the future 
Australian, as a race thev are bound to 
go. 
The most erudite etlinologist can- 
not tell how the Maoris got tiiere. 
ThJ 
islands composing New Zealand are 8()() 
miles from the 
neares' coniiuent, and 
the largest boat the initivos have is no 
bigger than 
an Indian 
canoe. 
Then 
they resemble neither the South Ameri- 
can Indian nor the native of thi* Austra 
lasian continent. 
Their own theory is 
that the Great Spirit was jishing one time, 
and threw Jlis line down from thr- sky to 
hook a whale. 
The hook stuck in the 
ground, and He pulled and ])uli'ed until 
lie drew a mountain 
u]) to the skies, 
which is now called Hangariri. 
He Hew

>f course, a considerable difference in 


nore easily daroaged than others. When 
:ae land is broken and is easily washed 
:he furrows or ditches should be suf- 
icieatlv winding to allow a gradual 
iescent. 
On more level, where there is 


:ess danger of washing, straighter fur- 
rows can be made. 
The character of the 


soil and the wav it lays should determine 
rhe war the furrows are run out. In the 
iiajority of cases a good plow aad a 
:eai:i will make the ditches large and 
Seep enough for all practical purposes. 
The better pian is to look carefully over 
:lie Ground and determine where the fur- 
rows can be run out to the best advau- 
:age aad then ran them out. A little 
;ime spent in f. careful survey of the field 
will not onlv lessen the work but secure 


our cabbages come from this dirt cover- 
ing firm, crisp and bleached wMte and 
tender as celery. • Of course it must be 
understood that in all these out of door 
storing the cabbages are to be taken up 
by the roots and the leaves, except de- 
cayed ones, left on. 


Celery may be similarly treated. For 


family use a very good way to store them 
is to stow the roots compactly in deep, 
narrow trenches on rising ground in the 
garden. 
Make the trench the width of 


the spade and deep enough to nearly 
take in the entire plants, roots and all, 
•he tops remaining just above the surface. 
Take up the plants, leaving some earth 
adhering to the roots, and put them, 
ciosely - together in the trench. 
Slope 


the earth from the edges of the trench so 
that the water will How from it. 
A 


temporary covering of boards should be 
placed over the trench to keep out rain 
and snow. 
And as the severity of winter 


approaches cover over the roof "well with 
straw. So stored, it is an easy matter to 
open at either end of the trench and take 
out a supply and again replace the cover. 
Or, if it is preferred, celery may be kept 
in deep,-narrow boxes, the plants put 
into them firmly, as directed for the 
trench, and the boxes stored hi the cellar. 
Iu putting away in this manner keep con- 
siderable soil about the roots that the 
plants may commence growing, and then 
blanching takes place. On the other 
hand, if there be not enougli soil about 
the roots to promote growth, there will 
follow a gradual withering of the stalks, 
and no branching which is so essential. 


Beets, carrots and turnips can be safely 


kept in cellars or iu mounds in the open 
air. as they can be so well covered with, 
straw and earth that frost cannot reach 
them, aad if it should it would thaw ouc 
gradually with but little, if any injury. 


Dig the roots carefully and cleanse 


them, and lee them dry iu the shade, 
throwing out all imperfect or decayed 
roots when storing. 
We find that they 


keep very well piled up in cone shaped 
mounds, without sand or dirt used as be- 
tween layers: then cover with dry straw, 
then with earth till secured against freez- 
ing. Then over all put a shelter of 
boards. Even where there are cellars for 
storing such, products it is in some re- 
spects better to pile them, out doors and 
cover with fresh earth; it prevents wilt- 
ing and keeps them plump and fresh. 
Indeed, all roots and tubers preserve 
their natural taste and freshness much, 
better if covered with, earth than if ex- 
posed to a drying atmosphere. 


As to storing apples, we put boxes— 


common iroods boxes will do-—of one size 
into others of a little larger size, filling 
the space between them with dry dirt, or 
anything that will serve to keep out frost. 
Then sort the apples well, handling care- 
fully, and put them into the inner boxes, 
which, we line with old papers, if 
new 
pine boxes, to prevent tainting 


the apples with a pin-ey odor, then cover 
with anvthing that will serve to keep the 
apples from freezing. 
We find, how- 


ever, fewer decayed, apples in our bins 
when we go to the additional trouble of 
setting up in the middle of the boxes a 
frame of slats nailed together, by which; 
the apples are ventilated and better pre- 
served. The methods here pointed out 
are simple and convenient, and are 
adapted to the wants of most families 
where more expensive arrangements are 
inexpedient or not necessary.—Amirrican, 
Iturf.l Home.

DUAINAGE IN THE FALL. 


Tt is not good economy to allow water 
CO stand upon growing crops, meadows, 
orchards 
or land 
intended for «pring 
crops. 
This is rather worse in what may 
be termed tlie winter months than in the 
mmmer. 
And trees or plants in the 
orchard or small fruit plot are seriously 
injured if not killed outright by care- 
lessness in allowing water to stand around 
them during the winter, often freezing 
up and forming a coat of ice over the 
:oiI and roots. Grass both in tho pastures 
and meadows is often entirely killed out 
by a faihu-e to provide sufJicient drainage 
Co get rid of the surplus M'ater.

such products it is in some re- 


2arly iu tlie spring as the soil can be

Beefsteak Rolls—Take a lean piece of

Lastly, get 
some large cai)I)age leaves, wash, and 
cover the kraut with them, put on a board 
and then a stone for a weight. 
Wash 
the Ijoard and stone about oncc a week 
until the kraut has ceased fermenting. 
Be sure to keep enough water on it to 
cover. 
If you don't, the kraut will spoil. 
And if made in cool weather, keep it in 
a warm place until sour enough to suit 
the taste. 
If these directions arc fol 
lowed,' you will have good kraut.
